The World Court and Its Objectors. 
The nation ia still discussing and will go on dis- 


cussing the World court and the proposal that 
•we join it made by President Harding, until It 
is settled one way or another. 
Senator William 


B. Borah is going up and down the nation like 
the Mahdi of the Sudan, preaching a Holy War 
against the court. 
In a speech in St. Louis a. few 


weeks hack, the senator was ruthless in his de- 
nunciation of the court as a mere joining with the 
League of Nations and the-.-efore entangling the 
I'nited States In European politics. 
In Boston. 


Wednesday of last week he responded somewhat 
to the criticism following the St. Louis address, 
and measured his words with prrcater care. 
He 


added also that lie agreed, "With those who ad- 
vocated an international tribunal it it is absolute- 
ly divorced from political machinations." 


Mr. Borah has hut one argument against the 


court and that is its relations to the League of 


Washington.—The line old art oC carving totem 


poles is about to be catalogued as '"lost," along 
with the making of Cremoiiii. violins, Damascus 
steel, and Aztec feather mantles. 


Dr. T. T. Waterman, recently returhed from 


Alaska, reports to the 
Smithsonian 
Institution 


that totc'in-poles are indeed vanishing. 
The In- 


dians seem to have forgotten their skill at carv- 
ing and design. 
No poles worthy of the name 


have been carved in SO years. 
The tolemtc sym- 


bols of bears, whales, and eagles decorate quan- 
tities of souvenirs for tourists, but the Indian has 
practically given up his totem-pole a'.id' many of 
the traditions that went with it. 


Most of us think of a totem-pole as a grotesque, 


rather humorous symbol of savage life. 
To take 


n tree trunk and cut distorted figures of crows, 
frogs, and other creatures one above the other, 
and then to pair.t the whole thing in queer colors 
seems tp us self-expression in an extremely crude 
stage. 


Ethnologists point out, however, that the tot- 


em-pole at its best represents la highly developed 
and highly perfected art. There are it seems, 
totem-poles und. totem-poles, some revealing re- 
uSarkably skillful carving and intricate patterns. 
That good totemic carving is far from simple is 
shown by the fact that the Indians of the pres- 
ent generation, and white men as well, have rare- 
ly succeeded in reproducing the fine points of the 
master carvers. 


Dr. Waterman reports: "The monuments left 


in Alaska are often in the last stages of neglect 
and decay. Worse than that, even, many of them 
are being deliberately destroyed. 
The Indians 


themselves, under tjie influence of 
the 
whites, 


learn to despise these monuments of- their past, 
as being reminders of their state of unregencr- 
ate barbarism. 
One Indian chap .trained in .the 


white man's ways, and •educated1 perhaps some- 
what beyond his intelligence, cut down with an 
axe a lot of fine old totem-poles, sawed them into 
sections ,iuid used them in building a sidewalk." 


The Indians .are willing to sell their poles to 


collectors, too. An example of .carving which 
cost his ancestors several thousands of dollars in 
furs und other goods may he sold by the modern 
Indian Tor as little as $100. 


This is a strange state of affairs for the once 


revered totem-pole. 
For goncrationa these In- 


dians of southeastern Alaska have used the totem- 
pole as the symbol of everything important in 
their social order.

the senate, subscribed by his vote both in refer- 
ence to the amended covenant and the refusal to 
support the veto of President Wilson. Mr. Borah 
is combatting the League cf .Nations plan, 
as 


amended Or in any forra. 
His analysis -of the 


covenant in the beginning was outstanding as 
one of the best. 
Yet now he dismisses all effort 


to approach the subject with any spirit but .that 
of antagonism and brings the question forward 
as to his sincerity even in this attitude. 


The World Court as presented to the senate by 


Mr. Harding and later analyzed by him In public 
addresses, bears the clement of clarity as to the 
method and purpose sought. 
He has been plain 


in his statement that to enter the World Court 
was not to enter the League on any pretext or 
become a part of.the League of Nations in any 
respect whatsoever. In the exuberance over any 
suggestion that we take our place which ,-we 
have heretofore occupied for years in internation- 
al affairs, the Eruropophobcs hailed the presi- 
dent's World court as an 
admission that 
the 


League of Nations was to be accepted not only in 
principle, but in letter. 
Senator Borah assumes 


that these enthusiasts know the position of the 
president better than he does himself. 


The World court represents in the President's 


plan with reservations as he has suggested, the 
highest type ot arbitration of cases accepted as 
justiciable and properly before such an Interna- 
tional tribunal. 
Nor can they be dis'.missed by 


pettifogging denunciation. 
We are as far from 


joining the League of Nations as ever—perhaps 
farther away. But every day we are participat- 
ing in one way or.another in those affairs of Eu- 
rope which deeply concern us and our rights,»fl'hs 
World Court would be a continuing tribunal for 
the settlement of many of these cases which we 
are handling piecemeal at this time.

Dr. J. ,T. R. MacLeod, professor of 


physiology at

experiments on animals. 


Animal Experiments.

obstacles to the successful,-practise 
and research in medicine. / • 
Dr. Banting's talk before the con- 


vention was largely technical. After 
the meeting 
ho 
discussed Insulin 
more plainly. 
He declares there is 


no reason why the treatment should 
he expensive. 
Pleiily in Sight. 


"Insulin is made simply from Ihe 
sweetbreads ol! cows and 
animals 


slaughtered 
for 
feed," 
he 
said. 
"There is enough insulin in sight to 
take care of all the diabetes In the 
world. 
The average patient report- 
ed by one of tho chie!! use'rs of (his 
treatment requires but eleven units 
a dr.y, and the cost of iu.st.Uin would 
be only 2S cents a day for him. The 
largest dose given by this physician 
is 30 units, which would cost only 75 
cents a clay." 
Development of this cure has. giv- 


en new hope 
to patients 
in whom 


diabetes if compile:.!ted with tubercu- 
losis, Dr. Banting- said. 
Previously 


the patient's diet had to be so larjre- 
ly restricted on account of diabetes 
that he was not nourished sufficient- 
ly to fight tuberculosis. 
Now, with 


insulin, he may be fed all the milk 
and eggs and nourishment food he 
needs.-

mine and •what's mine is his. I have 
hardly anybody "but Harry left in the. 
world. 
I've buried practically all 
my relatives. Years ago I wag mar- 
ried for a short tlrno but divorced. I 
had a good department store busi- 
ness at Washington Courthouse but 
I sold that at a profit a few months 
ago. 
I have «11 the money T want. 
I don't need anything. 
Now why 


shouldn't I look out for Harry? Ho 
•would do the same for mo." 
Helped natiBherty. 
Jesse Smith knew President Hard- 


ing Intimately because Harry •Daugh- 
erty did. In the "front porch" days 
at Marion, Jesso was always on the 
job, helping Harry Daugherty, trav- 
elling with him constantly.

Jlr, Daugherty came to Washington, 
Jesse came "with him and shared his 
apartments..

It Is true he was 
constantly asking 'Dr. Boone about 
his physical condition and his friends 
recall now that on many an occasion 
In the past Jesso Smith talked about 
his health as if it wore an obsession. 
He had diabetes. 
Hisjnother and 


father died of it. 
He was appre- 
hensive that he would not live long. 
His friends kept telling him there 
now was a cure for diabetes. 
But 


Jesse didn't seem to be able to grasp 
the possibility. In the last three days 
he was prc-occupiecl. 
ISvcn though 
he made his will on Monday and be- 
queathed most of his property to 
Attorney General Datigherty, he diU 
not give anyone a hint of his pur- 
pose, if indeed he had one even so 
late as three days ago. 
Tlie Tragic End. 


He played golf on Tuesday with 
Commander Boone and the attorney 
general. Ho played listlessly. When 
the game was over, he complained 
of being tired but made an engage- 
ment to play golf on Memorial Day 
but he shot himself early the same 
morning.
